President returned to Washing- 

ton ati?o'’clock tonight via the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, from Indian- 
apolis, where he was compelled to 
abandon his Western trip, because of 
an abscess on his leg which developed 
as a result of the trolley accident 
at Pittsfield, Mass. Hie stood the 
journey from Indianapolis well, and 
when he was carried in a wheel-chair 
from the train to his carriage, he 
was in «xcellent spirits, and appeared 
to be free from any pain. 

With Mrs. Roosevelt, the President 
was driven directly to the temporary 
White House on Jackson Place, where 
according to the present arrangements, 
he will remain until the wound is 
healed and he is able again to be on 
his feet. The President was taken 
to his room on the second floor of 
the house and made comfortable and 
his wound dressed. Later, he was re- 
ported to be resting quietly, and the 
expectation is that, within ten days, 
he will be himsef again. 

The trip home from Indianapolis was 
an uneventful one. The President re- 
mained in bed all day and executive 
business on the train practically was 
discontinued. Few letters or telegrams 
were written or received. A telegram 
was put on the train at Pittsburgh 
from Mrs. Roosevelt, stating that she 
had left Oyster Bay for Washington. 
The President slept soundly all through 
the night until 8 o‘clock this morning. 
Even the noise in the station at Pitts- 
burgh, where the train remained in 
the early morning for about twenty 
minutes, failed to awaken him. 
When Dr. Lung went to the Prest- 
dent's stateroom, shortly before $

‘NEW YORK, Sept. 24.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.) There are over seventeen 
t and Americans in Europe who 
Hand e to return on account of the 

nual homeward rush of the summer 
tourists. The steamers are booked to 
their full capacity for weeks ahead, 
and in their anxiety to return to this 
country, many people in comfortable 
-freumstances, have gone in the second 
cabin and even in the steerage. 

Since last April over forty-two 
thousand people from this country 
hooked passage for European ports, 
and of this number, only about twenty- 
five thousand have returned. | 

They have spent over $21,000,000 of 
good American money. At Liverpool, 
Havre, Dusseldorf, Bremen, Genoa and 
Naples, the booking offices of big 
trans-Atlantic lines have been besieged 
for weeks by Americans desirous of 
securing accommodations for the pas- 
sage home. Notwithstanding the fact 
that from twelve to sixteen great liners 
are sailing weekly from European 
ports for New York, Philadelphia and 
Boston, the rush, always great at this 
time of the year, is unprecedented.

“BIG FOUR” YIELDS. 


Efforts to Establish a Packing-house 

Trust Come to an End—Congress 

Might Throw Live-stock Markets Open. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.! 

CHICAGO, Sept. 24.~—{Exclusive Dia- 
patch. ] It was given out tonight that 
a final meeting of the heads of the 
paciing firms, known as the “Big 
Four,” had been held, at which it was 
agreed to end immediately all nego- 
tiations toward a combination. This 
was followed directly by an order is- 
sued from the office of Swift & Co., 
that the firm's employés should at once 
discontinue the inventory of property 
and stock which had been started, to 
tabulate a report of the financial condi- 
tion of the company, to be used as a 
basis for the division of shares in the 
combine. 

Until the President started through 
New England in a speech-making tour, 
reports from frequent meetings of the 
packers indicated that everything was 
going dlong in a most harmonious man- 
ner. Swift & Co., Armour & Co., the 
Cudahy Packing Co., and Nelson Mor- 
ris & Co., were apparehtly ready to 
make important concessions, and finally 
it was declared from an authoritative 
source that Schwarzchild & Sulzberger, 
who had persistently refused to consid- 
er a combination under any circum- 
stances, had agreed to come in. The 
declarations made by the President at 
Wheeling, Cincinnati and other cities, 
coupled with prominence given, not by 
him, but by others to the subject of 
tariff revision as a means of restraining 
trusts, are believed to have indicated 
to the packers that the right time had 
not come to form their gigantic cor- 
poration to dominate the sale of meat 
all over the world. 

With an injunction restraining them 
from entering into any agreement to 
form a combination hanging over their 
heads, and public opinion aroused over 
the high prices of meat since last win- 
ter, it was pointed out that Congress 
would need only a little pressure dur- 
ing the fall elections to bring about the 
abolition of the tariff on live stock and 
throw open the markets of the coun- 
try to herds of Canada, Mexico and 
South America.

Under the provisions of the will young 
Stratton forfeits the $50,000 which his 
father bequeathed to him by making a 
contest. 

When the application for probate is 
made at Colorado Springs on October 
4, the contest will be instituted. It is 
understood, that, aside from the alle- 
gations that the will is void on the 
ground of public policy, and its vision- 
ary prvisions, it will also be averred 
that W. 8. Stratton was mentally in- 
competent to dispose to his property. 
It is said that Wolcott and Vaile will 
receive $1,000,000 as their fee if they 
succeed in breaking the will. 

Judge A. T. Gunnell, young Mr. 
Stratton's attorney, made the follow- 
ing statement for publication this aft- 
ernoon: 

We have practically decided to make 
the contest. But Mr. Stratton will not 
seek to disturb any bequest except 
that providing for the Myron Stratton 
Home. He will make the contest at 
the risk of losing the $50,000, to which 
he is entitled under the will. No one 
has assured him that if he makes the 
contest he will not lose the money. 

“Mr. Stratton feels hurt by the pro- 
vision in the will which gives all his 
father’s diamonds, books and various 
other personal effects to a nephew. He 
interprets that as a reflection upon him. 
That portion of the will grieved young 
Mr. Stratton very much, and we think 
that it shows conclusively that there 
was a disinclination on the part of the 
late Mr. Stratton to do justice to his 
own flesh and blood.”

LAWLESSNESS 
ON INCREASE. 


Striking Miners Cause 
Reign of Terror. 
‘Much Rioting in Hard- 
| coal Region. 


Troops Now on Guard in Five 
Counties— Sheriffs Unable 
to Keep Peace.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 24—Of the 
ten anthracite-coal producing counties 
rot Pennsylvania, State troops are 
‘@amped in five. Despite the presence 
of troops in this district, rioting and 
General lawlessness continue in the 
entire hard-coal territory from Forest 
City, Susquehanna county, on the

.. ARMY OFFICERS’ TRAINING. 

SECRETARY ROOT’S PROJECT. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS-—-A.M.) 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—Before 
leaving for the West, Secretary Root 
issued an order establishing the great 
scheme of education and training of 
officers of the army. The order es- 
tablishes schools at every post in the 
army for officers, including all lieu- 
tenants and captains of less than ten 

ears’ service as commissioned officers. 

ese schools take the place of the 
former method of training in the offi- 
cers’ schools. 

It is not intended that officers shall 
be forever attending recitations. Un- 
der the old system of lyceum instruc- 
tion, there was no such thing as grad- 
nation, but under the new scheme pre- 
pared under the direct supervision of 
the Secretary of War, officers will be | 
able generally to secure certificates in 
all the courses which they are required 
to pursue, within two years. The pur- 
pose is to give officers a thorough | 
technical knowledge of drill regula- 
tions, guard duty, target practice, 
service with troops in camp, military | 
engineering and other branghes of 
knowledge indispensible to military 
men. 

Recitations are prescribed for the 
junior officers and this practical course 
will occupy two periods of ninety days 
each, between November 1 and April 
30. Every lieutenant will be required 
to establish his fitness, not only in the 
theories of his ordinary duties, but, 
also must learn practically the duties 
of adjutant-quartermaster, commis- 
sary, and those of other staff, bureaus. 

It is intended that the officers who 
establish the greatest professiona! apti- 
tude under the provisions of this. or- 
der shall be selected for further in- 
struction at the general service and 
staff college, and the war college at

[Tit-Bits:] There are few professions 
about which so little is known as that 
of inventing secret codes, the need for 
which has greatly increased of late 
years owing to the prodigious growth 
of cable correspondence coupled with 
the high rates charged for the trans- 
mission of such messages. The informa- 
tion which the writer recently elicited 
from a member of the community goes 
to show that the lot of the professional 
code maker, if weil paid, is by no means 
an easy one, and is often injurious to 
his mental faculties. 

The compilation of an extensive code 
requires enormous ingenuity and skill, 
for an error, however trifling, may in- 
volve a loss of thousands of pounds to 
a large business firm by which it is 


Occasionally a firm will make its 
own code, but to often do such codes 
prove defective and have to be checked 
at great cost that the services of a 
fessional are usually called in at the 
outset. He is given a free run of the 
firm's private corres dence, and 
takes exhaustive notes of the words 
and phrases most used. After some 
days spent in this manner he sets dili- 
gently to work to frame the code vo- 
cabulary. building it a phrase by 
phrase until several ion combina- 
tions are possible. 

To tezin with, a thorough knowledge 
of Morse telegraphy is necessary, for 
ce

sue when the code is put to the test. 
The code maker then 6 about a 
quarter of a million words at his dis- 
posal, of which fewer than twenty 
thousand are English. 

From this stage the code is built up 
slowly but surely, for every arrange- 
ment of words has to be checked and 
rechecked to prevent mistakes. Bank- 
ers’ codes are the most extensive, and 
consequently the hardest to compile, 
but eren a small code will take from 
six to eight months to make, and 
a banker's from eight months to 
a year. The cost varies from £250 to

with large foreign correspondence may 
effect even in twelve months.

SCHOOL FOR SALES GIRLS. 
Systematic Instruction in a Course of 
“Store Practice” to Be Provided in 


New York. 
[Philadelphia 


Ledger:] Into the 
realm of practical education a new 
“study” is to be introduced. “Store 
practice” is what it will probably be 
called, though so little are its details 
worked out that even this title cannot 
be said to have been definitely adopted. 
It is New York City that has brought 
this fresh idea into being, and it is in 
the new Girls’ Technical High School 
that starts this fall, and will be in full 
operation by midwinter that “store 
‘tice” will de established. 

incipal William McAndrew, who 
will build up this Girls’ Technical High 
School, made a careful study this sum- 
mer of the avenues for work open for 
the average New York girls who must 
wholly or partially support themselves 
after they get to be 16 or 17. He found 
that a large percentage made their way 
into the department stores and other 
shops of the metropolis, taking places 
as galeswomen. Owing to marriage the 
personnel of the saleswomen forces, he 
further discovered, was constantly 
changing, and there was always room 
tot fresh recruits. His investigations 
and his talks with employers also 
showed him that there would be a large 
demand for girls who were trained. 
The new “Girls’ Trade School” will 
occupy the old Twelfth-street school 
building. There, in a two years’ course, 
these new technical features will be 
taught. 

A department store in miniature is to 
be the chief feature, and the really 
valuable part of this saleswomen's 
course. This will be fitted up as com- 
pletely as will the domestic science 
laboratory, the dressmakers’ depart- 
ment, the commercial rooms (for cleri- 
cal work) of the school. 

Here girls will taught, first of 
all, the manners and the deportment 
that go to make up a successful sales- 
woman, which modern department 
store managers say is half the battle. 
Then they will be instructed experily 
in weights and measures, in the art of 
doing up bundles; they will be taught 
about goods and merchandise of all 
sorts, qualities, prices, handling. Be- 
sides this, much attention will be 
given to penmanship that is plain and 
figuring that is accurate, 

Thus the young Sirls by the time

very clear idea of just how big stores 
and small stores are run, and in her 
line she will be an expert, trained 
with a good deal of care not only how 


„to sell, but how to behave. 


Girls are to enter this course after 
their graduation from the grammar 
school, averaging 14 years of age. The 
first year of the “trades school” course 
will be general and its studies obliga- 
tory. All the girls will take the same 
course, this comprising English, 
French, German or Spanish home and 
social science (to include cooking, the 
managing of homes, sewing.) a little 
primary chemistry, elementary nurs- 
ing, and some of the important prin- 
ciples of sanitation, penmanship and 
stenography: commercial arithmetic, 
physiology and physical culture, music, 
desizn and drawing.

These expeditions 

are to secure title to and ascertain 

the extent of the nitre beds of the val- 


ley. 
The bud of the boom of Death Valley 
is the discqvery of the beds of nitre. 
Nitre is now known to be in sufficient 
quantities in the valley to threaten the 
extinction of the Chilean nitrate 
monopoly. All that is necesary to 
make the United States a powerful 
party in the nitrate market is the ex- 
ploitation of the nitre beds of the 
valley. The present expeditions will 
hasten the ripening of the exploitation, 
Taking into consideration the estab- 
lished rush for borax and the promised 
stampede for nitre, which, together, 
will create a new speculative fever in 
the Americans of the Southwest, it 
may be very safely said that Death 
Valley is soon to be the center of ex- 
citement in a new and uniqne boom. 


PALMA DISPLEASED. 
Objects to Removal of American 


Military Records from Cuba at the 


Present Time. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 
HAVANA, Sept. 24—{By West Indian 
Cable] One month ago, President 
Palma wrote a letter to Washington 
asking that all the military records 
now in charg¢ of Chief Clerk Stein- 
hart be kept in Cuba for at least one 
year, as they were absolutely neces- 
sary to conduct government business. 
President Paima did not receive a sat- 
isfactory reply to this note, and last 
week the War Department sent orders 
to its agents here to send immedi- 
ately to Washington the records in the 
Auditor's office.

President Palma, however, strongly ob- 
jects to the removal of the documents

BOARD OF EDUCATION TRYING TO 
GET MORE QUARTERS. 
Doubt About the Quality of Stone 
Used in the Olive-street School Re- 


taining Wall—Tribute to Teacher 
Who Has Passed Away. 


The public-schoo!] department of Los 
Angeles has been brought to such a 
hard pass to accommodate pupils seek- 
ing an education that it is advertising 
for rooms to rent in different parts of 
the city to house classes which cannot 
be contained in the regular school 
buildings. 

The second week of the school year 
shows 20,818 children enrolled In many 
instances pupils are required to go from 
their own districts to less-crowded 
rooms in other districts, causing detri- 
mental confusion among classes. There 
are twenty schoolrooms containing 
from fifty-five to sixty-five pupils, 
which fact was commented on by the 
superintendent last night in his report 
— the Board of Education, as fol- 
os: 

kein order that the best school work 
may be done, no teacher mould have 
more than forty pupils, and many au- 
thorities say thirty, and others say 
even less than that number. But in or- 
der that the best work may be done, 
the children should be comfortable, and 
should have pleasant surroundings. 
Good schoolhouses and pleasant school- 
rooms impel to good behavior. There 
are thirty-eight half-day schools at the 
present time, and ten of these half-day 
schools are in kindergarten in 
which kindergarten sessions are 1.14 
from 9 to 12. Of the 488 rooms now in 
use, forty-three are not in good condi- 
tion. In many cases they are poorly 
lighted, having been built from the 
ends of halis, and others are in base- 
ments. With the unprecedented growth 
of our city that is now upon us, every 
effort should be made to provide ade- 
quate room for the school children.”

SMELTING WITH OIL. 


Oil Blast Furnace Company Gives 
Demonstration in Treating Copper Ore. 
Electrolytic Refinery Scheme. 

Under the auspices of the Ol! 
Biast Furnace Company, a crude oil- 
burning smelter recently erected upon 
plans of F. B. Pettingill, of this_city, 
was given a run yesterday morning at 
No. 913 North Main street, in the 
presence of quite. a gathering of men 
interested in mining affairs. 

The test was made upon about a quar- 
ter of a ton of copper ore that had 
been taken from a mine in San Bernar- 
dino county. 

Several hundred pounds of iron slag 
was first run through the furnace for 
preliminary heating purposes, after 
which came the test, fully sixty pounds 
or about 13 per cent. of pure metal 
The emelter is a 
very crude affair, with a capacity for 
ten tons per day, it being the inten- 
tion to construct a first-class apparatus 
as soon as all necessary arrangements 
are perfected. 

A Connersville blower, an improve- 
ment upon the old Root process, was 
employed upon the air biast by which 
the crude petroleum was sprayed in 
the furnace. It worked at the rate of 
three and one-half cubic feet per rev- 
olution, although its utility in that 
respect is somewhat regulated by the 
size of the furnace, and is capable of 
operation at different speeds. Its 
power yesterday was derived from a 
miniature engine also designed by Mr. 
Pettingill, which, while operated by 
gasoline, was built upon principles 


identical with those using steam. 


The air became heated to a degree 
equivalent to 400 deg. Fahrenheit be- 
fore reaching the furnace, thus obviat- 
ing any objectionable features that 
might exist by reason of transmission 
of air in a cold state. 

Seemingly extravagant claims are 
made for the new process, especially 
upon the basis of cost, it be™g urged 
that a saving of from one-fifth to one- 
quarter can be made upon the item of 
coke alone, and that ores of an ex- 
ceedingly silicious character can be 
handled 2 a reasonable per- 
centage of other rock is also treated. 

GREAT COPPER REFINERY. 

The establishment of a large copper 
electrolytic refinery is one of the pos- 
sibilities promised for this coast. 
There are only twelve electrolytic cop- 

refineries in the United States. 
wo of these plants are in Montana, 
but the majority of them are near the 
Atiantic coast. In the East is costs 

m to $49 per horse power a year 
for the refineries. This is the principal 
ost of electrolytic operations, and if 
a convenient location can be found a 
company is preparing to establish a 
plant. 

Good opportunities are said to be of- 
fered along the south coast of this 
State and on Puget Sound. 

It is estimated that a plant large 
enough to handle 100 tons could be 
built for $500,000, and that the total 
capital required for maintaining ‘re- 
serve stock and carrying on the bus! 
ness would be $200,000. 

A large plant on the Sound could 
turn out metal in the form of sheet 
copper or wire for the Oriental trade, 
the west coast of South America, and 
could also assist in supplying the 
demand for copper in the 
United States.

The very word 
is a deappetizer to those who know this 
useful article in only its crudest form. 
The woman who has no associations 
with it but the coarse product whose 
manufacture is described a little way 
back may well be pardoned if she turns 
from the thought of it in disgust and 
makes her noon meal from a banana 
and a cream puff. But those fortunate 
persons who know the various possi- 
bilities of the sandwich, who think of 
it as a square or triangle of daintiness 
Wrapped up in waxed paper, will not 
feel their fate hard because it must 
compose the base of their luncheon for 
six days in the week. 

The sandwich has infinite capabilities 
of diversity. It may be of white or 
brown or graham or whole wheat or 
corn bread. It may be of crackers, of 
biscuit, of rolls, of muffins, as well as 
of loaf bread. Fé@r filling it may have 
meat sliced or meat minced or meat 
ground, or fish or eggs or cheese or 
fruit or nuts or jam or celery or salad 
or olives or dates or tomatoes or green 
peppers, or almost anything else that 
may be found in the air above, or on 
the earth beneath-or in the waters un- 
der the earth in the way of edibles. 
There are whole books given up to the 
relishes for the preparation of sand- 
wiches. The finest cook books have 
chapters treating of them. Any one 
with a taste for gastronomic explora-

VARYING THE LUNCH MENU. 

Of course, the mere fact of the sand- 
wich being a sandwich does pall upon 
one after awhile.

LUNCH BOXES AND NAPKINS. 
There are certain adjuncts that 

should be a part of the 


to her work. 
should be a handy receptacle. Of late 
years one has seen a good many lunch 


or leatheroid. These are good as bei 
meat in appearance and light, but they 
are poor, in that the smell of food is 
almost sure to cling to them and they 
cannot be scalded and cleansed to ad- 
vant Our school children have col- 
lapsible tin boxes which can be folded 
flat when empty, and these can at least 
be washed out in boiling water and put 
out to air. But anything tight that 
keeps in the smell of the food has a 
tendency to make everything seem more 
or less one flavor, and so for that rea- 
son the tin boxes are not above re- 
proach. A basket or a smal] wicker- 
work box is good, and failing this, the 
ordinary pasteboard box, perhaps, an- 
swers as well as anything else. 
Whatever the receptacle may be, 
there should always be a provision of 
plenty of small napkins. The little 
fringed doilies are inexpensive, and are 
easily laundered. There should be a 
fresh one every day. Nothing takes 
away the appetite of a weary person 


with the luncheon, even although the 
cloth may be entirely clean, The Jap- 
anese paper napkins have merit, and 
may be used it the others ¢annot be 
managed, although few persons like 
them so well as the damask. 

WRAP IN WAXED PAPER. 

Waxed paper must be provided as 
well as the napkins. This comes in 
sheets and costs very little. A single 
parcel will last a long time. Meat, 
bread, sandwiches, sweets, wrapped in 
this wil] not dry out and the paper 
prevents the taste of any one article 
being communicated to another. This is 
very necessary when one item of the 
lunch has a strong flavor. It is not 
pleasant to have the sponge cake 
scented cr flavored with onion or hard- 
boiled egg or sardines or anything else 
pf equally insistent odor that may 
have place in the luncheon... 

The person who is going into the 
luncheon-putting-up business, either 
for herself or for someone else, should 
see that her pantry. is well supplied 
with helps of various sorts. Season- 
ings should be there, in variety. Cel- 
ery salt, paprica, curry powder, tar- 
ragon, vinegar, lemons, parsley, op- 
ions or garlic or chives should be part 
of her stock in trade. Only the best 
butter should be in her store. She 
should have a stock of fish pastes, 
like those of anchovy and bloater 
and sardine. Olives and pickles should 
always be on hand. Fancy biscuits 
of different kinds—saltines, educators 
(plain or with fruit.) water thin, 
graham, oatmeal and anything else 
in that jine that itaelf 
not be wanting. ef 

USE SHARP BREAD KNIFE. 

Most important utensil of all to the 
woman who makes sandwiches is the 
really sharp bread knife. Not the 
family carving knife, borrowed for 
the occasion, to the wrath of the man 
of the house, who is aiways brought 
near to profanity or its equivalent by 


the discovery that his pet carver has 


had its «edge turned by cutting bread, 
but a knife for sandwich cutting alone, 
of which the owner is as choice as the 
owner of the carver himself. With the 
aid of a whetstone such a knife can 
be kept in good condition for a long 
time, and when it is dull there is no 
better use to which a dime can be put 
than to give it a fresh edge.

HAVE HOT DRINK IF POSSIBLE. 
The great lack of the lunch one must 
carry with one is, as a matter of 
course, the fact that there can be 
nothing hot in it. One is almost dis- 
posed to envy the workmen to whom a 
wife or a child brings a can of hot 
“coffee in the nooning. There are of- 
fices and shops in which it is possi- 
ble to get a cup of hot tea or coffee 
at the lunch hour, or where it is feasi- 
ble to make tea or warm a cup of 
bouillon or milk. In this case, the 
gir! may either have a small spirit 
lamp and a little teapot, which she 
keeps stored away at her working 
place with the cup from which she 
takes her hot draught, or she may be 
able to get permission to heat this 
over the gas. Then she will want one 
of the little arrangements that come 


to fasten on a gas burner. 


Bit the main reliance will probably 
have to be upon the provision brought — 
from home. The few suggestions made 
above for sandwiches may possibly 
lead the luncher to devise fresh com- 

bins tions for herself. By dint of com- 
paring notes with others whe, like 


herself, are forced to make a picnic 
of the noon meal, she will learn what 
to select and what to avoid. If she 
be a missionary spirit, she will have 
ample chance here to do yeomans 
service.

In fact, it may be said 
that the supply itself does not vary so 
much, since the preparation of an ar- 
ticle’ for the market in reality does not 
add to the supply before it is taken out 
of the storage house, where it may be 
kept almost as ‘long as if left in its 
raw stage. This system also enables a 
distribution of the . necessities to all 
parts of the globe, making it unneces- 
sary for the dealers to. sell their goods 
at low prices on an overloaded — 
as they did in former years.

NEW YORK, Sept. 21 — After a stormy day 
in the stock market, the close was quiet, 
but with the undertone still unsettled. It 
was a day of violent fluctuations and of many 
changes in the course of prices. Twice 
there was a dangerous break which threat- 
ened demoralization, and twice there was an 
effective recovery. Just at the last there was 
some very large seliing by holders. who 
seemed desirgus of taking advantage of the 
Vigorous rallies in forcer, and who seemed 
yet to harbor doubts whether the storms of 
forced liquidation had spent their force. But 
there was undoubtedly a very general senti- 
mot at the close that the position of the 
banks had been effectively strengthened, and 
that the violent loan contraction might have 
reached ita limit for the present. The news 
of the sigating of a steamship having on 
board a consignment of mearly $1,500,000 gold 
was a strong eentimental influence on the 
market, as was the Sharp break in sterling. 
The opening break in prices, which ran from 
1 to 3 points for the active leaders, Was as- 
gravated by the unexpected neus of the Pres- 
ident’s disability. The reports given out from 
the President's train served to tmeure the 
market on that score. There was a suepicion 
also that yesterday's late heavy liquidation 
had been due to some advance information cf 
the operation on the President. The conse- 
quence was that prices recovered pretty gen- 
erally during thé first hour. The opening rate 
for call loans Was announced at 18 rer cent 
end after & momentary reaction to h per 
cent the rate soared to per cent.. Stocks 


were then unloaded la enormous volume, with 


demand apparently reduced nothing. 
There was a heavy slump which 
carried prices of many leading stocks from 
three to five points below last night's level 
before any effective resistance was shown to 
the decline.

Various estimates are current 
of the extent of these loans for speculative 
purposes, and the closences of the combina- 
tion among the speculative interests which 
have acted togetiher is not clearly defined, 
but it is believed that the resources, to the 
extent of $60,000.000, have been subject to ein- 
trallsed direction in the speculative campaign 
which was under way. The action of the 
banks this week marked the abandonment of 
the hone that had been entertained that 
measures of relief by the Treasury Depart- 
ment and by the automatic relief of gold 
experte would eave the situation through the 
crop-moving period.

WATERWORKS FRANCHISE. 


SAN PEDRO, Sept. 24.—It was ex- 
pected that the Board of Trus- 
tees would take some action relative 
to the water question at their meeting 
last night, and many citizens gath- 
ered in the Council chamber in an- 
ticipation. There were but three 
members of the board present. 
and after a session of about an 
hour a motion to adjourm was carried, 
thus passing the subject of water up 
to the next regular meeting. 

When, at the meeting of the board 
last week, the Seaside Water Company, 
through its representative, O. K. 
Parker, offered a proposition to the 
city to furnish a new water system, 
and to guarantee the quality and quan- 
tity of the same, on condition that a 
fifty years’ franchise be allowed them, 
it suddenly dawned upon several citi- 
zens that it was a scheme to block the 
way of municipal ownership of a water- 
works plant. Seeing that several mem- 
bers of the board looked with favor 
upon the proposition of the Seaside 
company, these citizens held a confer- 
ence and determined to protest vigor- 
ously against such action on the part 
of the board in granting the franchise. 
Accordingly, there were no less than 
half a dosen petitions circulated, and 
quite a large number of signers ob- 
tained. Several hundred posters, 
warning the people of the imperative 
danger of surrendering the future of 
the city to a large corporation, were 
gotten out and distributed around the 
c A meeting of the Board of Trade 
w called Monday evening, and inci- 
dentally the the water question was 
discussed, developing quite a marked 
division of openion.

AMSTERDAM, Sept. 24.—{By At- 
lantic Cable.) The Boer generals, 
Botha, Dowet and Delarey, have issued 
a manifesto in the shape of an appeal 
to the civilized world. This document 
recalls how, after the terrible struggie 
in South Africa the Boers were com- 
pelled to accept the British terms of 
peace, the generals were commanded 


new government to allay the distress 
which is devastating the colonies, and 
in the event of the failure of the mis- 
sion, to appeal to the civittzead world 
Contin- 
uing, the generals say that having 
failed to induce Great Britain to grant 
further assistance, it only remains for 
them .to address themselves to the 
people of Europe and America. 

“The small Boer nation,” says the 
manifesto, can never forget the heip 
it received in its dark hours of suffcr- 
ing. Our people are completely ruined. 
It has been impossible to make a com- 
plete inventory, but we are convinced 
that at least thirty thousand houses 
on Boer farms and many villages 
were burned or destroyed by the Brit- 
ish during the war. Everything was 
destroyed and the country was com- 
pletely laid waste. The war demanded 
many victims, the land was bathed 
in tears, and our orphans and widows 
were abandoned. We are apealing to 
the world for contributions to assist 
the destitute and help in the educa- 
tion of children.” | 

The generals repudiate all desire to 
inflame the minds of the people, and 
declare: 

The sword is now sheathed, and all 
differences are silent in the presence 
of such great misery.” 

They say the small amount given by 
Great Britain, even if multiplied ten- 
fold, would not suffice to cover the 
war loses alone. 

“We solicit the hearty cotperation 
of all existing committees in the va- 
rious countries which we are on the 
point of visiting with the object of es- 
tablishing satisfactory organization.”
